shore of Lake Superior as along the 
north:shore of Lake Michigan, Upper 
‘peninsula: creeks emptying into-Lake 
Superior may become just as produc- 
tive of smelt runs as.- many other 
streams in the state. Se yas sa 
Smelt eggs shipped in from Maine 
‘were planted in St.: Mary’s river in 
1906 and, it is believed, on several 
subsequent years, but it is not known 
[whether such plantings were -succes- 
sful. It is more likely, however, that 
the Lake Superior smelt have result- 
ed from smelt from northern Lake 
Michigan and Lake Huron swimming 
through St. Mary's river. ; 
‘During the past two years smelt 
have become so numerous in the 
Great Lakes waters, especially in the 
Green. Bay region, that they have'be- 
fouled the nets of commercial fisher- 
men. In some places large quantities 


of smelt have been taken for the mar- 
ket, but they bring little money, pro- 


bably not over a cent or two a pound.

Good Catches of Smelt | 
~ Being Made With 
ie Artificial Lights 


At our neighboring ‘town of Boyne 
City a stunt’s being pulled that 
disproves the theory that. smelt are 
afraid.of the light—and is being 
passed on to the reader for whatever 
it is worth. ee Nearer 

Owing to meager catches, someone 
in: Shantytown conceived the idea-of 
using a light, In daytime very. few 
were caught.. At night a multiple 
cell flashlight or an auto storage 


Normally the smelt are taken from 
the bottom of the lake—about 40. or 
45 feet down. With the use of the 
lights at night the smelt rise to some 
10 or 12 feet of the ice. and can 
plainly be seen swimming around.

First Claimant. 


The first real claimant to that 
title. was ao American—William 
Austin Burt, a native of Massachu- 


..getts, where he was born June 13, 


1792,-but a° citizen of Michigan in 
1829 when he invented his “typog- 
rapher.” . At any rate the record 
of his invention in the United 
States patent office. declares that 
“this patent discloses the actual 
construction of a typewriting ma- 


‘ehine for the first time in any coun- 


try.” It then describes the working 

of the “typographer” as follows:

Found No Market. 


Burt's invention was so far in 
advance of the times ‘that it found 
no market, so he tuned his atten- 
tion to other things. 
was the invention uf the solar. com- 
pass, an instrument which. reme- 
died variations of a magnetic 
needle, due to local causes, and his 
interest in internal improveménts in 
Michigan territory. The latter. in- 
eluded a project for a canal around 
the falls in St. Mary’s river, the 
forerunner of the’ present canal at 
Sault St.. Marie, so Burt’s fame-as 
“Rather. of the Soo Canal” is 5e- 
cure even if his right to the title 
of “Father of the 'ypewriter” has 
never been firmly established.

| VERIFIES ROAD MAP 


OF ROMAN BRITAIN 


Museum Employee Superim- 


-poses It on Modern One. 


London.—The bright idea. of AD ‘- 
sistant in the cartographical depart- 
ment of the British museum is réspon- 
sible for one of the. most important 


‘discoveries in: regard to the - Roman 


oceupation of Britain ever made. —__ 

Only about 200 ‘miles of the: roads; 
built. by the Romang have so far been 
uncovered. It 1s now. possible to plot 
their entire system of several thou- 
sand miles,. Moreover, it.is revealed 
that many rural roads which were sup- 
posed to have been evolved from cattle 
paths have in reality a Roman founda- 
tion. This, however, only applies to 
straight roads. 

The discovery was made in this way: 

A 8et ‘of ordnance survey maps show- 
ing, among other things, all modern 
roads, streets, lanes and -paths had 
been recelved at the cartographical de-: 
parement for filing. There was also on 
file there a Roman map of Britain 
showing the 200. miles of the roads; 
that had been laid bare, besides other 
identified Roman remains. 

Verifies by Digging. 

The clerk made a map ef this on 
the same scale as the other and super- 
imposed -it,. In many cases the Roman 
ronds covered the. modern for a cer- 
tain distance but only where the latter 
were straight or crossed each other 
at right angles. ‘
